Dear Buds 

In keeping with our telephone conversation last Friday, this letter will serve to reduce 
to writing our discussion relative to a minor adjustment in our purchase of the forth¬ 
coming revenue bonds of the City of Blanding. 

Due to no fault of the City of Blanding nor ourselves, delivery of the bonds has been 
delayed for approximately three months from the original anticipation of delivery. 

As you know, we have offered these bonds as a dealer to our customers, most of whom have 
remained committed to us; however, in order to support their continued commitment, we 
have found it necessary and fair to stop accrued interest several weeks ago. This means 
that the interest has started on their investment with regard to the bonds some time ago. 

The interest on the $100,000 of bonds accrues at the rate of $11.79 per day. As a 
matter of compromise, we suggest that forty five days of interest be the figure of 
adjustment, assuming delivery of the bonds to us for payment, on or about January 10, 

1964. The forty five days interest totals $530.55. Inasmuch as the City must receive 
accrued interest from the purchaser to the date of delivery of the bonds to the purchaser, 
our suggestion would be that this amount of money be added to our fee in connection with serv 
ices rendered. 

If for any reason you or the city council feel that this approach, due to the circumstances 
that have prevailed, is unfair, we hope that you will feel free to so state. As in the 
past, we are most anxious to have any situation of this nature involve a fair practice 
and be of entirely mutual agreement. I will look forward to hearing from you both as 
to your opinion of the above suggestion and to the specific delivery date of the bonds 
as soon as it is known to you.

Councilman Black advised that 
the placing of the proposed street light at the center of the block on Third South 
between Main and First West streets, would be most helpful to the policing of the area. 

He further asked that the City seek to obtain better cooperation from the County 
Sheriffs Department and the local Justice of the Peace, in curbing of traffic violations 
and the handling of Indian law enforcement problems. 

10. Council authorized the Water Superintendent, Devon Hurst, to effect a survey of •;_^ 

the lands adjoining the Blanding Third Reservoir and Park for the purpose of completing 

a kease. Right-of-way and Purchase agreement with Mr. Eugene Shumway.

THIS AGREEMENT, made this the 28 day of January, 1964, by and between (1) City 
of Blanding, Utah, acting herein through its (2) Mayor, hereinafter called "Owner” 
and (5) H. R. McBride, an individual doing business as H* R* McBride Construction 
Company County of San Juan and State of New Mexico, hereinafter called "Contractor." 

WITNESSETH: That for and in consideration of the payments and agreements 
hereinafter mentioned, to be made and performed by the OWNER, the CONTRACTOR hereby 
agrees with the OWNER to commence and complete the construction described as follows: 

See Attached "Exhibit A" 

hereinafter called the project, for the sum of Two Hundred Forty-Five Thousand, 

Six Hundred and Fifty and no/100 Dollars ($245,650.00) and all extra work in connection 
therewith, under the terms as stated in the General and Special Conditions of the 
Contract; and at his (its or their) own proper cost and expense to furnish all the 
materials, supplies, machinery, equipment, tools, superintendence, labor, insurance, 
and other accessories and services necessary to complete the said project in accord¬ 
ance with the conditions and prices stated in the Proposal, the General Conditions, 
Supplemental General Conditions and Special Conditions of the Contract, the plans, 
which include all maps, plats, blue prints, and other drawings and printed or written 
explanatory matter thereof, the specifications and contract documents therefor as 
prepared by Henningson, Durham & Richardson and John 0. Reeve and Associates herein 
entitled the Architect/engineer, and as enumerated in Paragraph l,of the Supplemental 
General Conditions, all of which are made a part hereof and collectively evidence and 
constitute the contract* 

The Contractor hereby agrees to commence work under this contract on or before 
a date to be specified in a written "Notice to Proceed" of the Owner. The Contractor 
further agrees to pay, as liquidated damages, the sum of $100.00 for each consecutive 
calendar day thereafter as hereinafter provided in Paragraph 19 of the General Conditions. 

The OWNER agrees to pay the CONTRACTOR in current funds for the performance of 
the contract, subject to additions and deductions, as provided in the General Conditions 
of the Contract, and to make payments on account thereof as provided in Paragraph 25, 
"Payments to Contractor", of the General Conditions. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the parties to these presents have executed this contract 
in six (6) counterparts, each of which shall be deemed an original t in the year and 
day first above mentioned.

1. Prayer was offered by Councilman Hurst. 

2. Minutes of City Council meetings held January 13 and 28, 1964 were read and 
approved* 

3. The following written request- for a license to sell beer, was submitted to the 
Council by the operators of Club-Cafe 47, Mr. and Mrs. Ray Hunt: 

In 1958 I applied to the City Council of Blanding for a license to sell 3.2 
Beer at the Club-Cafe 47. I was told by the council, at that time, that if, and 
when the City should decide to allow the sale of beer within the city limits I 
would be granted a license. 

With the advent of good roads criss-crossing the Navajo Reservation, and 
connecting to the Hub of the Four Corners, and the perifial towns, the influx of 
the tourist population is felt in ail of the various types of business enter¬ 
prises. In cafes, and recreation such as we have, the right to order beer is an 
accepted service. 

In all the other three corners of the Four, this service is an established 
custom. Only in this town are transients, or residents denied the right to purchase 
beer locally. 

Therefore we are requesting that favorable consideration be given this request. 

In my opinion to withold this privelege to the business men of Blanding, and give 
such license in the surrounding tourist spots, (Lake Powell concessions) is unfair, 
and detremental.

Following some discussion, the matter was tabled until a full quorum could be present. 


4. Brother Juniper of the Bluff Chamber of Commerce reported to the Council, his 
recent visit to a meeting of the Utah State Highway Commission where matters per¬ 
taining to possible development of Utah Highways 47 and 95 were discussed. He 
also presented to the Council and asked there support of, a petition to the San 
Juan County Commission to hold a public hearing relative to possibly increasing 
the County Road Budget by the levying of additional taxes, funds from the same to 
be used in road construction from the Montezuma Creek bridge to Aneth Trading 
Post and for bridge construction across the San Juan river at the west edge of 
Bluff, with additional road construction south to Mexican Water. 

The Council was in general agreement as to the need for the proposed development 
but felt it would be unethical for them to formally request action of this nature 
by the San Juan County Commissioners. 

5. The Council discussed with Mr. Richard Smith, the possibility of leasing to him, 
the facilities at the Blanding Airport. 

Mr. Smith agreed that he would place a qualified airframe and Engine machanic 
at the airport, construct a suitable hanger-shop combination to care for the traffic 
and afford a proper place to do airport maintenance, to operate the airport in an 
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efficient manner, including operation of the Unicom communication system and the 
fueling and servicing of aircraft. He stated further that he is qualified to handle 
flight instruction and would offer charter service* 

For such operation and service, Mr. Smith would require $200.00 monthly from 
the City, plus electrical service, fuel for heating the administration building, and 
revenue from gasoline sales. He agreed that he would apply $100.00 of the money paid 
him, on purchase by the city of the hangar he will construct. He further agreed that 
should he quit the airport, discontinuing business, all money paid him by the City, 
would be applied to the purchase of said hangar. 

The Council was in general agreement that such an arrangement would be beneficial 
to the City, and advised Mr. Smith that at such time as he qualifies his position, as 
stated, they would favor executing an agreement leasing him the Blanding Airport 
facilities. 

6. Council requested the Recorder write the San Juan County Commissioners, asking 
their assistance in the matter of clearing pipeline rights-of-way and constructing 
needed roads in the vicinity of the proposed Blanding Reservoir No. 4.

5. The Council agreed that they would survey the possible access road routes 
to the Reservoir No. 4 project, and make a descision as to their preference at 
the earliest convenience, so the San Juan County Road Department might be 
alerted as to what is desired of them by way of construction assistance. 

6. Motion was made by Councilman Hurst that the City deny the petition of 
Mr. Ray Hunt, for a license to sell beer within the City, that Mr. Hunt be 
advised that when and if the sale of beer is authorized in the City, by the 
present City Council, his petition for such a license will be given preference.

3. Mr. Raymond Sipe, caretaker at the Blanding Airport requested the Council to 
determine by May 25, 1964 whether or not he can expect to stay at the Airport for 

a period of not less than four months. He expressed a desire to stay at the airport 
but indicated he has an opportunity to sell his trailer house and will do so if 
the City is going to get another Airport Operator within the next 4 months. 

4. Motion was made by Councilman Shuraway, seconded by Councilman Black and 
unanimously carried that payment of Periodic Estimate No. 1, Project APW-Utah-40G~, 
in the amount of $25,599.60, be made to H. R. McBride Construction Company, 

General Contractor on the project. 

5. The Council agreed to review the proposed City General Fund Operating Budget 
for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 1965, at the next regularly scheduled*Council 
meeting, to be held May 25, 1964* 

6. Councilman Lyman advised that J. Glen Shumway is desirous of pasturing his 
cattle at the Sewer Lagoon property. Council agreed to let Mr. Shumway use the 
property until March 1, 1965 for a fee of $25.00. 

7. Council discussed the problem of obtaining an operator for the Airport. Mayor 
Black and Coimel lraan Shumway will attempt to find a suitable operator by May 25, 1964. 

8. Councilman Lyman advised that the present surveyed alignment for the proposed 
connecting road between Blanding Reservoirs No. 3 and. 4 will have a 97a grade on the 
first raise from the Parking Lot at Reservoir 3. He. suggested that a realignment 
should be considered. The Council agreed to go to the site Tuesday morning at 
6:99-^*fc o’clock. 

9* The Council discussed Law Enforcement problems, with special emphasis on the need 
for persistent effort in the dog control problem. It was again brought out that 
Justice of the Peace Montgomery is not processing some cases which are now as old 
as 6 months. Presently the^re is a need for better organizing of time and effort on 
the part of the law enforcement officers.

In order to provide for increases and decreases in Dealer's use of

Quantities delivered by Dealer under Paragraph 5 hereof shall not apply 
against the quantities above specified. - ~ 

The products to be delivered hereunder shall be the regular brand or 
brands of aviation petroleum products as currently marketed by Company at time and 
place of delivery. 

5. Deliveries shall be made in Company’s customary manner. The price 
Dealer shall pay Company for deliveries hereunder shall be Company’s posted tank 
truck price to airport dealers generally at time and place of delivery for the 
particular product and quantity involved. 

4. Terms shall be net cash at time of delivery except at Company’s option. 

5. Dealer shall, at Company’s request, make deliveries of aircraft engine 
oil for Company’s account to customers under contract with Company, such as 
airlines, aircraft factories, State and Federal Government, etc. Dealer shall 
invoice the deliveries of such products to such customers at the prices authorized 
by Company, and Company shall credit Dealer with the amount so invoiced. Dealer’s

Reference is made to paragraph 9 of the document entitled Stipulation and 
Agreement which has been prepared in the above matter and submitted to my client, 
the City of Blanding for execution. Among other things, said paragraph 9 
provides as follows: "That the City of Blanding recognizes that the present 
measuring device is not measuring all the waters intended and contemplated by 
said deed to be measured, and the City of Blanding agrees that as soon as weather 
permits that during the year 1964 it will, at its sole cost and expense, construct 
a good and proper measuring device for the purpose of measuring all of the waters 
diverted from the said Indian Creekwhich measuring device will be designed to pro¬ 
vide that it will receive only 2 second feet of water and all water in excess of 
said 2 second feet will be returned to the said creek for the use of the Grantor 
Scorup Somerville Cattle Company#” 

By way of explanation my client acknowledges that the present measuring 
device is not measuring all the waters that have been used by the City of 
Blanding only in that the spring immediately above the tunnel and the spring 
which rises on the North side of Indian Creek a short distance up stream from 
the mouth of the tunnel have been diverted through the tunnel as a point below 
the present measuring device. The City of Blanding does not admit that the 
present measuring device is deficient in any other particular* 

The City of Blanding is not in a position to make the financial expenditures 
necessary to install a new measuring device nearer to the mouth of the tunnel at 
the present time# It is, however, in a position to forthwith make the necessary 
installations that the spring immediately above the tunnel will be piped to a 
point above a measuring wier so that it will be measured from this time forward# 

The City of Blanding is also willing that the spring on the North side 66 
Indian Creek above referred to which has been piped into the tunnel at a point 
below the measuring device will not be diverted through the tunnel in the future 
until such time as a new measuring device can be installed by the which will 
measure this water as part of the 2 second feet to which the City of Blanding is 
entitled or at such times during each year when it clearly appears that the 
amount of water being diverted into the tunnel is less than 2 second feet so that 
the amount of water from this spring, if added to that which is already diverted, 
could not conceivable increase the amount diverted beyond 2 second feet. The City 



would also agree to notify # each year, a representative of the Scorup Somerville 
Cattle Company which you would designate, of their intention to divert the spring 
on the North side, prior to the time the new measuring device is installed, so 
that Scorup Somerville Cattle Company would have ample opportunity to ascertain for 
themselves that the amount of water being diverted is clearly below the total 
volume of 2 cubic feet per second. 

The City of Blanding would further agree that as soon as it is financially 
able, it will construct the measuring device sufficiently close to the mouth 
of the tunnel that the spring from the North side of Indian Creek above referred 

to can be diverted at all times through the measuring device if it is to be 
used at all. 

The City of Blanding has advised me that if Scorup Somerville Cattle 
Company is willing to accept the commitments set forth in paragraph 9 of the 
Stipulation and Agreement above referred to with these qualifications, the City 
will execute the Stipulation and Agreement as it has been presented to them. 

If this is acceptable to Scorup Somerville Cattle Company please indicate that 
on the bottom of this letter and return two copies to me. I will then have the 
City execute the Stipulation and Agreement and forward it to you forthwith.

Since I received your last letter with reference to the above and Mr. 
Ruggeri # s reply, I talked with Calvin and also with Mr. Ruggeri. 

I saw him on Monday September 14th in Moab. At that time he insisted that 
we either measure the water we are taking or not take it at all. In fact he 
didn't even seem to want to give us the option of leaving that spring on the 
North side. I told him that we might decide that it is not worth it to move 
that measuring wier in order to get that one spring. 

He raised all of these old questions about us taking more water than we 
were entitled to about which no pr^of has ever really been introduced or 
even presented by anybody. 

On Tuesday September 15th I had another session with him and he seems to 
have calmed down by that time. I talked with him again on the phone this 
morning. 

He says that if we are willing to agree to pipe the spring over the 
tunnel into the measuring device immediately and move the measuring device as soon 
as we are financially able he would accept that. 

I am convinced that the hard facts of life here are that if we want to 
use that spring on the north side for any length of time we are going to have 
to measure it and as long as we do not we are at their mercy. 

I am enclosing herewith a copy of a letter which I have drafted to submit 
to Mr. Ruggeri. If he would accept this fchen I think we would be obligated 
to go ahead and sign the stipulation and agreement. However, I did not want to 
submit this to him until you had had a chance to examine it carefully and make 
any suggestions.

Gentlemens 

On behalf of the Advisory Committee of the First Indian Handcraft Indian Handcraft 
Center and Garment Industry which we plan to open in the Palmer Building and the 
Hawkins Building in Blanding, Utah we humbly seek your cooperation and aid. 

As you know this will be the first ‘sueh .industry iin the nation in which white 
citizens, aided by skilled and talented Indian artisans, will be opene4 with the 
purpose of educating, training and teaching Indian men and women of various tribes 
to own, manage and run their own industry* Me plan to manufacture for sale, garments 
for men, women and children. Also offer for sale all types of articles designed and 
made by our Lamanite neighbors. Also we plan to make garments, vestas, jackets, and 
moccasins etc. of leather, thus giving employment to many Indian men. 

We are seeking a grant through the Department of the Interior for our three 
year training program,, which we pray will be for the sum of $40,000.00 plus a loan 
from the Area Re-Development Act, making a total sum of $115,000.00 with which to 
purchase the two fine buildings, electric high powered sewing machines and such equipment 
as needed. Also salaries and training materials, etc. The training will be for a 
14 week period under the direction of Adult and Vocational Educational from the State 
and County of San Juan District School Board which have approved our plans. The 
skilled white citizens and ex-teachers of our city will also assist in the training 
program. All trainees will receive wages while taking the training courses. 

We respectfully request this*' City Council to approve the plan. We also request 
that under the guidance of Mr. Francis (Bud) Nielson, our City Clerk, a program 
be set up under the Public Welfare Aid program to do all the work of landscaping, 
improvement of lands, cleaning up, etc* of both properties involved, thus making 
available,„ to us., a work project which may be regarded? as a financial contribution 
towards the 35% to be given by us as an evidence of gobd will. Our local Bank is 
planning with us in the completion of our project. The income from this Non Profit 
Industry will accrue to our City of Blanding, Utah for use for scholarships to

THIS AGREEMENT by and between STANDARD OIL COMPANY OF CALIFORNIA, 
hereinafter called "Company," and BLANDING CITY CORPORATION, hereinafter called 
"Dealer," 

WITNESSETH: 

1, Company hereby appoints Dealer its non-exclusive Dealer in Company’s 
aircraft engine fuel and lubricating products at the Blanding Airport, Blanding, 

County of San Juan, State of Utah, for the period from April 8, 1963 to April 17, 

1964, and from year to year thereafter; provided, however, either party may terminate 
this agreement at the end of the specified term hereof or at the end of any year 
thereafter by giving to the other at least thirty (30) days* written notice prior 
thereto of its intention to so terminate this agreement, 

2, Company agrees to sell to Dealer, and Dealer agrees to buy from 
Company, not less than the minimum quantities per contract year, and Company 
agrees to sell to Dealer at Dealer’s option additional quantities in each contract 
year hereunder not to exceed the difference between the minimum and maximum 
quantities per contract year, of aircraft engine fuel and aircraft engine oil set 
forth below: 

Product Minimum Annual Gallons Maximum Annual Gallons 

Chevron Aviation Gasolines 7300 12,650 

RPM Aviation Oils 40 80 

In order to provide for increases and decreases in Dealer’s use of petroleum 
products, the above minimum and maximum quantities shall automatically be adjusted 
for each contract year on the same basis proportionate to Dealer’s requirements as 
that on which said quantites were established for the first contract year. 

Quantities delivered by Dealer under Paragraph 5 hereof shall not apply 
against the quantities above specified* 

The products to be delivered hereunder shall be the regular brand or brands of 
aviation petroleum products as currently marketed by Company at time and place of 
delivery. 



3. Deliveries shall be made in Company's customary manner* The price 
Dealer shall pay Company for deliveries hereunder shall be Company's posted tank 
truck price to airport dealers generally at time and place of delivery for the 
particular product and quantity involved. 

44* Terms shall be net cash at time of delivery except at Company's 

option. 

5. Dealer shall, at Company's request, make deliveries of aircraft 
engine fuel and aircraft engine oil for Company's account to customers under 
contract with Company, such as airlines, aircraft factories, State and Federal 
Government, etc* Dealer shall invoice the deliveries of such products to such 
customers at the prices authorized by Company, and Company shall credit Dealer 
with the amount so invoiced* Dealer's sole compensation for making such deliver¬ 
ies of aircraft engine fuel and aircraft engine oil hereunder shall be the 
difference between such authorized price and the net price paid by Dealer to 
Company for such product* From and after the date hereof and until further notice 
from Company to Dealer, the authorized prices to be invoiced by Dealer here¬ 
under for aircraft engine fuel shall be four cents ($.04) per gallon above 
Company's posted 400-gallon-and-over tank truck price in effect at time and place 
of delivery for the particular product involved, and for aircraft engine oil 
shall be twenty five cents ($.25) per gallon above Dealer's cost for such 
aircraft engine oil of Company delivered by Dealer to such customer. 

6 . The products covered by this agreement shall be sold by Dealer as 
the products of Company and only under the trade-marks or brands regularly used 
by Company for such products* Upon written notice from Company or upon any 
termination of this agreement. Dealer shall discontinue the use in any manner of 
the trade-marks, brands, or color schemes regularly used by Company. 

7 . There shall be no obligation to deliver or to receive or use the 
said products when and while, and to the extent that, the receiving or using or 
manufacturing or making deliveries in the customary manner are prevented or hind¬ 
ered by act of God, fire, riot, labor disturbances, accident, war, acts of any 
government (whether foreign or domestic, federal, state, county or municipal), 
partial or total interruption or loss or shortage of transportation facilities 

or supplies, shortage of products deliverable hereunder due to shortage in the 
supply of available crude oil or natural gas, curtailment of business, or by 
other causes beyond the control of the parties, whether similar to the causes 
hereinbefore specified or not. 

8 . The additional provisions printed on the reverse side hereof are 
hereby made a part of this agreement*

Dealer agrees that at any time or from time to time during the term 
of this agreement and upon or within a reasonable time after the expiration or 
other termination of this agreement, Company may remove said facilities from said 
location. 
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11* If after the date hereof there shall be any increase in the rental charged 
for the storage of gasoline or lubricating products, or for the maintenance of 
fueling facilities and storage space at said airport, or for the right to engage 
in the resale of petroleum products hereunder, the amount of such increase shall, 
if chargeable to or payable by Company, be paid to Company by Dealer on demand by 
Company* 

12. Dealer agrees to protect, defend and hold Company harmless against any and 
all claims for damage to or loss of property or injury to or death of any persons 
(including the person or property of Dealer and Dealer f s employees and represent¬ 
atives) directly or indirectly resulting from any acts or omissions of Dealer or 
Dealer f s employees in or about the said premises or in the maintenance and operation 
of the tankage, containers, pipes, pumps, and other facilities thereon or in the 
performance of this agreement* 

13. Dealer agrees to conduct all operations hereunder in strict compliance with all 
applicable laws, ordinances and regulations of governmental authorities* Dealer 
will pay all expenses of storage, handling, sale and distribution of said products

15. If, during the term of this contract. Company markets any products covered 
herein in non-returnable barrels, Company shall have the right to make deliveries 
to Dealer of such products in non-returnable barrels. The price for the products 
so marketed shall include the value of the container and the container shall be¬ 
come the property of Dealer. In such event, the price to Dealer for a product so 
delivered shall not exceed the applicable returnable barrel price plus the 
difference between Company’s established price for such product at place of 
deliver/y in returnable and non returnable barrels on the date of change-over to 
the nonreturnable basis* 

16* The provisions of this agreement shall inure to the benefit of Company and of 
its principal, Standard Oil Company of California* This agreement shall not be 
assignable without the prior written consent of Company. The waiver by Company 
of any default by Dealer shall not be deemed a continuing waiver of such default 
or the waiver of the default of any other provision hereof* 

17* This agreement shall, as of the commencement date hereof, terminate all prior 
agreements or understandings between Dealer and Company covering the sale of said 
products at said Airport* 

18. If Company, or Standard Oil Company of California, is a party to a lease of 
premises at the above airport and said lease is terminated in any way, by Company 
or otherwise, this agreement may be terminated at any time thereafter at Company’s 
option. 



19* If Dealer breaches any provision hereof and said breach is not remedied within 
ten days after notice by Company, Company may at its option terminate this agreement 
forthwith*

2. Minutes of City Council meeting held June 24 f 1963 were read and approved. 

3. The Council discussed with Utah State Department of Fish and Game representatives, 
the possibility of a cooperative agreement whereby a reservoir might be constructed 
in the head of Westwater Canyon. Blanding City agreed to allow a 17 surface acre 

conservation pool consisting of approximately 350 acre feet of water in a reservoir 

estimated to hold a total of 29 surface acres and 600 acre feet of water when full* 
Department participation would be on the same basis under which the Blanding No. 3 
or upper Reservoir was enlarged, excepting that the City would stipulate that 
boating and water skiing would be prohibited on the Upper Reservoir when and if 
agreement is reached on the proposed project* 

The Department representatives indicated approval of the proposal and stated 
that the availability of funds would probably be the only obstacle to prevent 
current year construction in which case, the ensuing years budget would be made 
up to allow for the project* The City is to be advised of Department action 
following the first opportunity to present the proposal to the Fish and Game 
Commissioners. 

4. The following letter was read in full to the Council: 


July 2, 1963

Blanding Irrigation Company 

Blanding, Utah RE: Application No. 19114 

Gentlemen: 

As you know in 1952 Blanding City purchased 2 second feet of water from the Scorup- 
Somerville Cattle Company and received a deed from the Cattle Company to this water 
with certain limitations and obligations to be performed by it, placed thereon. The 
limitations provide in part as follows : 

All of the water rights up to and including the primary two cubic 
feet per second owned by grantor and which naturally accumulate 
in the southeast fork of Indian Creek for year around diversion 
through the Blanding Irrigation Company tunnel in the Blue Mountains 
in San Juan County, Utah, for municipal use in the City of Blanding. 

Said water is to be diverted out of said Creek at a point immediately 
north of the north portal of the Blanding Irrigation Company tunnel 
in the Blue Mountains of San Juan County, Utah; it being definitely 
understood that no water shall be diverted out of said stream by 
said grantee at any point west or down stream from the north portal of 
said tunnel* 



The Grantor agrees for itself, its successors, administrators, 
executors and assigns that it will cooperate (but without any expense 
to it) in the perfecting of the necessary change applications to change 
the point of diversion, the place of use, the nature of use, and the 
period of use, to the end that the grantee may perfect the year around 
use of the said primary two cubic feet of water per second accumulating 
in the southeast fork of Indian Creek above the north portal of the 
Blanding Irrigation Company tunnel* It is understood that the exact 
point of diversion of said water rights so sold shall be determined by 
a proper survey to be made during the summer of 1952 by the grantor 
and grantee and upon said point of diversion being so determined the 
same shall be made a matter of record and shall be binding upon the grantor 

and grantee as the true point of diversion of said water out of said Creek. 

That as part of the consideration herein the grantee agrees to construct 
at its own cost and expense, a diversion canal for the diversion of said 
water out of said Creek into said tunnel and shall build in said diversion 
canal a measuring weir to be used for the purpose of measuring the water 
entering said tunnel from said Creek. The weir will be so contructed 
as to accurately measure all water diverted from said Creek and shall be 
maintained at the expense of the grantee. 

It is further understood that when the flow of said Creek at the said 
point of diversion exceeds the said two cubic feet per second of flow, 
then all water in excess of said two second feet will be returned to 
the Creek for the use of the grantor. 

That with the delivery and acceptance of this deed by the grantor and 
grantee all of the provisions contained herein shall constitute a bind¬ 
ing agreement and obligation as between each of them, their successors 
and assigns. 

The Scorup Somerville Cattle Company has had an engineer examine the diversion 
channel and diversion works constructed by Blanding City and according to the 
report made by him, the diversion works are inadequate to protect the rights of 
the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company and do not comply with the provisions of 
the Deed. In particular the diversion works do not measure the flow of two 
springs which are a part of the waters of Indian Creek which belong to the Scorup 
Somerville Cattle Company, but the diversion works are constructed in such a 
manner that they take the waters from these two springs in addition to the two 
second feet the City purchased. The diversion works have been allowed to deter- 
ioate and based on information of our engineer do not accurately measure the 
flow of water and do not insure that the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company receives 
all waters in excess of the two second feet sold. 

At the time the City of Blanding negotiated to purchase the two second feet of water 
it employed Caldwell, Richard & Sorenson, Engineers, 408 Templeton Building, 

Salt Bake City, Utah, to investigate the water on Indian Creek and were advised 
that the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company had prior filings on 15.22 second feet. 

I am advised this same firm represents the Blanding Irrigation Company, who has 
Filing No. 19114 to appropriate 50 second feet of water from Indian Creek after 
the City of Blanding and the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company get their share. 

There is not, and has not been, 15.22 second feet of water in the Creek at any 
time in recent history and it is difficult to understand why the application was 
ever approved. In any event at the hearing for an extension of time to prove 
upon Application No. 19114 recently conducted by the State Engineer on June 19, 

1963, at Monticello, Utah, it became apparent that the Scorup Somerville Cattle 
Company must take precautionary measures to establish its right to 13.22 second 
feet of the waters from Indian Creek by Court Decree, because if it does not, it 
may, as time goes on, be placed in a position where the burden of proving its 
right to these waters would be difficult. At the recent hearing the representative 
of the Blanding Irrigation Company recognized the Cattle Company’s right to call 
on the water from the creek to the extent of 13.22 second feet and to Blanding 
City’s right to 2 second feet. The Cattle Company recognizes Blanding City’s right 
to call on the water to the extent of 2 second feet in accordance with the provisions 
of the Deed quoted above*

This letter is written for the purpose of arranging for a meeting with representatives 
of the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company, the City of Blanding, and the Blanding 
Irrigation Company to see if we could stipulate facts which would formulate 
the basis for a Court Order and Decree with respect to the water in Indian Creek 
and defining the obligations of the various claimants with respect thereto. 

It appears to tne that at this time there is no disagreement whatsoever with respect 
to the rights involved or the manner in which the water should be diverted and that 
all that would be required would be t o reduce the factual situation to a writing that 
could be used as the basis for the Court Decree and thus establish, by a judicial 
proceedings, the rights of the respective parties. 

If the City Council of Blanding, Utah will advise me who they will have represent 
them in this matter and if the Board of Directors of the Blanding Irrigation Company 
will advise me who will represent them in this matter, I will undertake, as 
Secretary of the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company, to arrange a meeting with 
them at the earliest possible time. 

Your prompt reply to this inquiry is respectfully solicited because the Board of 
Directors of the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company feel keenly that time is an 
important consideration to establishing, by judicial determination, its right with 
respect to the water in Indian Creek and the means of diverting waters from 
Indian Creek to insure all interested parties that they will get the water they are 
entitled to receive and nothing more.

I have held up answering your letter of July 2, 1963 until it could be 
heard and discussed by the Blanding City Council. Inasmuch as their regular meeting 
was scheduled for this week, I felt that much delay would not be too serious* I 
trust this has not inconvenienced you* 

Relative to the subject of your letter, the water rights owned in the 
Indian Creek drainage, we can only state that the City of Blanding has and does 
expect to live by the spirit and letter of the agreement which you in part quoted, 
wherein we obtained the primary two cubic feet per second of water out of the 
Southeast Fork of Indian Creek from your Company, 

Certain allegations contained in your letter, resultant from your engineers 
examination of the existing situation, appear to have been arrived at without due 
and proper consideration. Specifically, the diversion works were constructed in 
accordance with plans and specifications as prepared by a qualified engineering firm, they 
adequately measure the water and they adequately protect the rights of all parties 
concerned, with the possible exception that a small amount of debris can practically 
dam the Blanding City gate so that we get virtually no water. The statement that 
the diversion works have deteriorated and are in poor repair, is absolutely false* 

Regarding use of water from the two unmeasured springs, both of which originate 
east of the north portal of the tunnel, we would state as follows: 

1. The spring piped across the creek northeast of the tunnel 
portal, is only used following a decline of water in the 
regular stream bed to a point where it measures less than 
two cubic feet per second. 

2. It would be most difficult to either measure or divert to 
another drainage, the spring which originates over and drips 
into the north portal of the tunnel. 



A meeting to discuss these matters would undoubtedly be t6££e* I would 
suggest that enough time be then taken to visit the stream and diversion works at 
Indian Creek so as to better understand the point of view of all concerned* 

Mayor Calvin F. Black, Councilman Marvin F* Lyman, in charge of waterworks 
City Attorney L. Robert Anderson and I would represent Blanding City in any 
discussion of this problem* Of course any action taken would have to be ratified 
by the City Council* We would require a minimum of seven days advance notice of 
any contemplated meeting date*

I thank you for your letter of July 9, 1963, concerning the above entitled matter. 
Without arguing the point of the diversion works with you, I can only say that the 
acknowledged competent engineering firm that designed the diversion works stated, 
in a letter to the Scorup Somerville Cattle Company prior to the sale, that the two 
springs that are not being measured constituted water that belonged to the Scorup 
Somerville Cattle Company and that these waters were included in the two second 
feet sold* Notwithstanding this, the water is not being measured by the existing 
facilities which certainly appear, even to the untrained eye, to have been dreadfully! 
neglected. 

I think that since it will be necessary for the Cattle Company to obtain a judicial 
determination of its rights in any event, that it probably will facilitate matters if 
I file a complaint in the District Court rather than try to arrange meetings with all 
interested persons* In that manner there will be no question with respect to whether 
or not the City Commissioners or the Board of Directors of the Blanding Irrigation 
Company had authority to act. I do not say this for any reason other than it appears 
that this would be the most expeditious method of handling the matter to fully protect 
the interests of all parties concerned.

This will confirm our telephone conversation of yesterday, December 26, 

1963 with Mr. Hawley, relative to the decision of the Blanding City.'Council 
to proceed with Section I - Water Treatment Plant*, of the above captioned 
project. 

The inability of the City of Blanding to finance the complete project, 
following an approximate 50% overrun of our engineers construction cost estimates 
has made necessary a reduction in scope of the proposed development. 

Deletion from the project of the Water Storage Reservoir to bring it within 
the financial possibility of the City, was based in the following reasoning: 

1. The possibility of deleting something from the treatment plant 
is nil as the facility has already been reduced to minimum 
standards. 

2. Unquestionably, the problem of untreated water is much more 
critical than that of storage and pressure. 

3. The present storage - 110,000 gallons - will be more nearly 
adequate following treatment plant construction because we 
will establish a constant, even flow hy being able to 
supplement the Johnson Creek Pipeline supply, in quantity, 
from the upper (Third) Reservoir. 

4. Added expense of treating water will necessitate adoption of 
more strict and efficient water management policies, especially 
in the area of large irrigation use, which will naturally affect 
water consumption. 

5* In reviewing the possibility of later development, it appears 
that Blanding City can accomplish, by use of its 1 personnel, at 
least a portion of the work in connection with construction 
of the one million gallon storage reservoir. We do not have 
the skilled help necessary to the treatment plant construction.

WHEREAS, The City of Blanding has purchased, between 1950 and through 1960 
certain electrical supplies from General Electric and other Companies which were 
the subject of unlawful price fixing activities, and, 

WHEREAS, some other cities in the State have joined together to enforce their 
civil remedies against said Electrical Companies under the Sherman-Anti- 
Trust A ct and for this purpose have retained Joseph L. Alioto of San Francisco, 
California and the firm of Rawlings, Wallace, Roberts and Black of Salt Lake 
City to represent them in this matter, and, 

WHEREAS, said cities have agreed with said Attorneys to retain them on the 
following terms: 

1. T he Cities will forthwith pay to the Attorneys $15,000 retainer 

fee to be divided between the plaintiff Cities on the basis of the 1960 gross 
power sales and to be adjusted between the Cities after final settlement on 
the basis of the actual amount recovered. All costs to be advanced will be 
handled on the same basis* 

2. Said A ttorneys are to receive all the fees awarded by the^ Court. 

3. If the matter is settled before final judgment so that no fee is 
awarded, the Attorneys shall receive 15% of the agreed settlement. 

4. If the litigation is unsuccessful said Attorneys will receive no fee 
other than the $15,000.00 retainer, and, 

WHEREAS, it appears to the council that it is in the best interest of 
the City of Blanding to join in said litigation, 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by the City Council of the City of Blanding 
as follows: 

1. That the City of Blanding does hereby retain the firm of Rawlings,

AG REEMENT 

This Agreement made and entrered into this _day of , 1961, by and between Donald 

K. Ross, hereinafter called "Ross” and the City of Blanding, a municipal corporation 
of the State of Utah, hereinafter called ^City." 

WITNESSETH 

WHEREAS the C ity is owner of the Blanding Municipal A irport and desires to have an 
attendant at the same for the purpose of watching over, maintaining and operating the 
facilities thereat as a public airport and 

WHEREAS Ross is a licensed pilot capable of handling charter service, giving flying 
instruction and is considered by the City Council of said City to be qualified in every 
respect to operate and maintain said airport. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties hereto mutually agree and covenant as follows: 



1. Ross shall have the right to go in upon the Blanding Municipal A irport, 
including the parking of a housetrailer thereon and connecting same to the existing 
utilities, for the purpose of operating and maintaining said airport; to engage flight 
service, instruction of student pilots, operate the existing service facilities and 
enter into agreement with private owners of either aircraft, facilities, or equipment 
presently located at the A irport, and to do and engage in all other phases of lying 
Service and operation of the airport, insofar as he is licensed or becomes qualified 
and licensed in the future so to do. 

2. The operation as above described shall be done in a businesslike manner and a 
daily Tog of activities at the airport shall be kept as well as an accurate journal of 
receipts and expenses in connection with said operation, which shall be open to 
inspection by the City at* all times. 

3. Revenues received from the operation shall belong to Ross and expenses incurred shall 
be his responsibility, and the City will under no circumstances be obligated forfebts 

or expenses incurred by Ross in said operation, excepting that at the end of each 
calendar month, if inspection of the accounting records indicates a net profit less than 
$400.00 for that period, then the City will pay Ross the difference between t he net 
profit shown and $400.00., It is understood that should the net profit exceed $400.00 
for any given period, the excess shall be Ross’s and no part thereof shall be claimed 
by the City. It is further understood that should there be a net loss, during any given 
period, the City shall have no responsibility for said loes and at no time will 
payment to Ross by the City exceed $400.00 for a given period or months operation. 

4. To make it possible for Ross to be covered under the City # s policy with the 
State Insurance Fund and to afford him Social Security privileges throughthe City as 
well as taking care of Withholding Tax requirements, Ross shall have the right to remit 
to the City, net profits up to $400.00 monthly, for which amount he shall be given a 
receipt, and he shall then be given h salary 1 check equal to $400.00 less deductions 
for Social Security and the required withholding taxes. ' 

3. Ross shall have the responsibility of keeping the airport^ in continuous operation 
for the period of time covered by this agreement and shall at all times be there 
present or represented by his agent, excepting that there shall be fourteen (14) days 
during the term of this agreement which shall not be affected by this clause. The 
fourteen (14) days may be used in amounts totalling one (1) or more days at the 
discretion of Ross/ If time-off exceeds the allowable fourteen days, the City shall 
have the right to deduct from the monthly guarantee as above described, for each day 
in excess of that allowed, an amount equal to l/30th of the difference between net 
profits for the current month and $400.00. It is further recognized that normal 
living conditions make it necessary to be away for several hours on a given day, such 
as to attend meetings, church and civic functions and in emergency situations, and this 
will not be considered by the City to be time-off. 

6. This agreement shall be for the period of one (1) year from the date first above 
written and can be terminated only by failure of either party to perform in accordance 
with the prescribed terms, in which case notice of intentions to terminate the agree¬ 
ment must be given in writing not less than thirty (30) days prior to the intended 
termination date and said notice must contain proof of violation of terms by either 
party.

T he Grant Offer and your acceptance thereof will constitute the Grant Agreement under 
which you are obligated to accomplish the development described therein. The obligations 
created under the Grant A greement shall not be modified in any way other than the written 
approval of the Chief, Facilities and Materiel Field Division.

3. A Joint Use Agreement was introduced by Mayor Hurst as follows:: 


JOINT USE AGREEMENT 


This Agreement, made this 8th day of May, 1961, by and between the 
Blanding City Corporation, a municipal corporation, hereinafter called 
"City** and Midland Telephone Company, a Colorado corporation, duly 
authorized to do business in the State of Utah, with its principal place 
of business therein located .at Moab, Grand County, Utah hereinafter called 
"Telephone Company."

THAT WHEREAS, Telephone Company has installed and will expand a telephone 
system to serve residents in the City of Blanding, along a route concurrent 
in part with lines of City now installed and future lines of said City, and 
WHEREAS, it is to the advantage of each party hereto to attach its wires, 
cables and other appurtenances, hereinafter called "attachments," to 
certain poles of the other,

and agree as follows: 

1. Each party hereby grants to the other license and permission to install 
maintain, repair and replace its attachments on the poles of the other in the 
City of Blanding, Utah, subject to the conditions hereinafter set forth. 

2. Each party will at all times install, maintain and operate its 

atta chments on the poles of the other in accordance with good engineering 
standards and practice at the attaching party # s own cost and expense. If 
the owner is required to replace any pole or make any change in any pole 
in order to accomodate attachments requested to be made by the other party, 
the owner shall inform the other party of the approximate cost of such 
change or replacement, and if the other party authorizes such change or 
replacement at its expense, the necessary change or replacement shall be 
made at the sole cost and expense of the attaching party. 

3. Each party shall install, maintain and operate its attachments on the 

poles of the other in accordancewith the regulations, clearances and other 

requirements, as provided in the current issue of the National Safety Code 

as presently contained in the National Bureau of Standards Handbook N*-43, 

and if it shall be necessary for the owner of any pole ip joint use to 

place additional attachments thereon, or replace such pole, the attaching 

party, immediately upon receipt of-notice from the owner, will adjust or 

relocate its attachments to conform to the specifications above referred to

If the attaching party shall fail for a period of thirty days or longer 
after receipt of written notice from the owner to make any necessary repairs 
or change the location 6f its attachments as provided by Paragraphs 2 and 3 
above, the owner may, at its option, revoke this license or make any such 
repairs or alterations at the attaching party f s expense, and the attaching 
party will pay the cost to the owner of any such repairs or alterations, plus 
10% for supervision immediately upon receipt of the owner r s bill. 

5 . The attaching party will pay to the owner of poles in joint use $1.50 

per year per pole on which attachments are made in pursuance of this agreement. 
The number of attachments by each party shall be annually determined by a 
joint committee consisting of one representative of each party, and billings 
for the number of attachments thus determined shall be paid annually in 
advance. 

6. The attaching party will at all times indemnify the owner of a joint use 



pole and save it harmless against all claims or demands, costs or expenses for loss 
damage or injury to persons or property in any manner directly or indirectly 
growing out of or connected with the installation, repair, replacement or existence 
of the attaching party's attachments on the owner 1 s poles. 

7. The owner of any pole in joint use may abandon any or all such poles at any 
time, and if it shall do so, the attaching party may within thirty (30) days 
after written notice from the owner purchase any such abandoned pole at its fair 

value to be determined by the parties, or if the parties are unable to agree, 

by an umpire chosen by them, whose judgment shall befinal. 

3. On termination of this agreement for any reason, the attaching party at its 
own expense will immediately remove its attachments from the owner 1 s pole, and if 
it shall fail to do so for a period of thirty (30) days, the owner may remove such 
attachments at the attaching t>arty f s expense and the attaching party will pay 
the cost of such removal upon receipt of owner*s bill, 

9. The owner makes no representation as to .the physical condition of any pole 

which may be selected for joint use, and shall in no event be liable to the 
attaching party for injury to the attaching party 1 s employees or attachments 
which may result from defects or failure of ,any pole in joint use. 

10. Neither party makes any representation as to the validity of its rights of 

way and pole line easements in the City of Blanding, Utah, and does not under¬ 
take to indemnify the other against any claims liabilities or demands of any 
kind which may arise out of an attaching party f s presence or operation on the 
lands through which the owner's pole lines pass. Telephone Company will secure 
all franchises, consents and easements necessary to its operation under this 
Agreement. 

11. The Telephone Company will furnish annually to City satisfactory evidence 
that Telephone Company is maintaining in full force and effect public liability 
and property damage insurance coverage in the amount of$50,000*00/$100 f 000.00.

V. Restrictions in Fire Zones: All of the terms and conditions as set

Section 1. Adoption of Fire Prevention Code. 

There is hereby adopted by the City of Blanding for the purpose of prescribing 
regulations governing conditions hazardous to life and property from fire or explosion, 
that certain code known as the Fire Prevention Code recommended by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, being particularly the 1956 edition thereof and the whole 
thereof, save and except such portions as are hereinafter deleted, modified or amended, 
of which code not less than three (3) copies have been and now are filed in the office 
of the Recorder of the City of Blanding, and the same are hereby adopted and incorporated 
as fully as if set outat length herein, and from the date on which this ordinance shall 
take effect, the provisions thereof shall be controlling within the limits of the 
City of Blanding. 

Section 2. Establishment and Duties of Bureau of Fire Prevention. 

A. The Fire Prevention Code shall be enforced by the Bureau of Fire Prevention in the 
Fire Department of the City of Blanding which is hereby established and which shall be 
operated under the supervision of the Chief of the Fire Department. 

B. The Chief (or Fire Marshal) in charge of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall be 
appointed by the City Council on the basis of examination to determine his qualificatlons. 
His appointment shall continue during good behavior and satisfactory service, and he 
shall not be removed from office except for cause dfter public trial. 

C. The Chief of the Fire Department may detail such members of the fire department as 
inspectors as shall from time to time &e necessary. The Chief of the Fire Dept. 

shall recommend to the City Council the employment of technical inspectors, who, ! 

when such authorization is made, shall be selected.through an examination to determine 
their fitness for the position. The examination shall be open to members and non- l 

members of the fire department, and appointments made after examination shall be for 
an indefinite term with removal only for cause. 

D. A report of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall be made annually and transmitted 
to the chief executive officer of the municipality; it shall contain all proceedings 
under this code, with such statistics as the Chief of the Fire Department may wish to 
5-nclude therein; the Chief of the Fire Department shall also recommend any amendments 
tb the code which, in his judgment, shall be desirable. 

Section 3. Definitions. 

a. Wherever the word t, Municipality ,, is used in the Fire Prevention Code, it shall be 
held to mean the City cf Blanding. 

b. Wherever the term ft Corporation Counsel 0 is used in the Fire Prevention Code, it shall 
be held to mean the Attorney for the City of Blanding. 




Section 4. Establishment of Limits of Districts in which Storage of Flammable 
Liquids in Outside A boveground Tanks is to be Prohibited. 

a* The limits referred to in section 15.201 of the Fire Prevention Code in 
which storage of flammable liquids in outside aboveground tanks is prohibited, 
are hereby established as follows: Fire Zone #1. 

b. The limits referred to in section. 15.401 of the Fire Prevention. Code, in 
which new bulk plants for flammable liquids are prohibited, are hereby established 
as follows:: There shall be no installation of Bulk Plants above ground. 

Section 5. Establishment of Limits in which Bulk Storage of Liquefied Petroleum 
Gases is to be Restricted. 

The limits referred to in section 19.06a of the Fire Prevention Code, in which 
bulk storage of liquefied petroleum gas is restricted, are hereby established as 
follows;: Fire Zones #1, 2 and 5, above ground only. 

Section 6. Modifications. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall have power to modify any of the 
provisions of the Fire Prevention Code upon a pplication in writing by the owner 
or lessee, or his duly authorized agent, when there are practical difficulties 
inthe way of carrying out the strict letter of the code, provided that the spirit 
of the code shall be observed, public safety secured, and substantial justice done. 
The particulars of such modification when granted or allowed and the decision of 
the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention thereon shall be entered upon the records 
ofthe department and a s5.gned copy shall be furnished the applicant. 

Section 7. A poeals 

Whenever the Chief of the Fire Department shall disapprove an application or 
refuse to grant a permit applied for, or when it is claimed that the provisions 
of the code do not apply or thatthe true intent and meaning of the code have been 
misconstrued or wrongly interpreted, the applicant may appeal from the decision 
of the Chief of the Fire Denartment to the City Council within 50 days from the 
date of the decision of the appeal. 

Section^ 8. New Materials, Processes or Occupancies which may Require Permits. 

The City Recorder, the Chief of the Fire Department and the Chief of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention shall act as a committee to determine and specify, after giving 
affected persons an opportunity to be heard,, any new materials, processes or 
occupancies, which shall require permits, in addition to those now enumerated in 
said code. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall post such list in a 
conspicuous place in his office, and distribute copies thereof to interested persons. 
Section 9. Penalties. 

a. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of the code hereby adopted cr 
fail to comply therewith, or who shall violate or fail to comply with any order 
made thereunder, or who shall build in violation of any detailed statement of 
specifications or plans submitted and approved thereunder, or any certificate or 
permit issued thereunder, and from which no appeal has been taken, or who shall fail 
to comply with such an order as affirmed or modified by the City Council or by 

a court of competent jurisdiction, within the time affixed herein, shall 
severally for each and every such violation and noncompliance respectively, be 
guilty of a misdeameanor, punishable by a. fine of not less than $20.00 nor more 
than $299.00 or by imprisonment for not less than 7 days nor more than 90 days or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. The imposition of one penalty for any violation 
shall not excuse the violation or permit it to continue; and all such persons shall 
be required to correct or remedy such violations or defects within a reasonable 
time, and when not other specified, each ten days that prohibited conditions are 
maintained shall constitute a separate offense. 

b. The application of the above penalty shall not be held to prevent the enforced 
removal of prohibited conditions. 

Section 10. Repeal of Conflicting Ordinances. 

All former ordinances or parts thereof conflicting or inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance or of the code hereby adopted are hereby repealed. 
Section 11. Validity. 

The City Council hereby declares that should any section, paragraph, sentence, 
or word of this ordinance of of th er code* hereby adopted be declared for any reason 
to be invalid, it is the intent of the City Council that it would have passed all 
other portions of this ordinance independent of the elimination herefrom of any 
such portion as may be declared invalid. 

Section 12* Date of Effect. 

This ordinance shall take effect and be in force from and after date of first 
publication being the 21st day of July, 1961.

except as hereinafter specified.and by this reference, pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 10-6-12, Utah Code Annotated, 1953, as amended, is made a part of this ord— 
in ance to the same extent and e ffect as though said code were copied in full: 

(a) All references in said Code to "City" and to any department, agency or 
agent thereof, shall be deemed to meand the City of Blanding and its departments, 
agencies or agents. 

(b) All references in said Code to the "Chief of Police" shall be deemed to mean 
the city marshal and reference to the ’’Police Department" shall be deemed to refer to 
the city’s law enforcement department. 

(c) Whenever reports are required to he made to the police department said 
requirement in the absence of, a special police department clerk may be deemed to be 
satisfied by a report filed with the office of the City Recorder. 

Section 2. Emergency. In the opinion of the City Council, it is necessary for the 
preservation of the peace, health and safety of this City that this ordinance shall be 
effective immediately. 

Section 3. Effective Date. This ordinance shall take effect upon the date of 
its first publication.

County of San Juan and State of Utah, in legal session convened that the 
practice of going in upon private residences in the City of Blanding, Utah 
by solicitors, peddlers, hawkers, itinerant merchants or transient vendors 
of merchandise not having been requested or invited so to do by the owners 
or owner, occupant or occupants of said private residences for the purpose 
of soliciting orders for the sale of goods, ware and merchandise and/Or 
disposing of and/or peddling or hawking the same is hereby declared to be 
a nuisance and punishable as such nuisance as a misdemeanor. 

SECTION 2. Be it further ordained that any person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall upon conviction thereof be fined not 
more than $299*00 or imprisoned not more than 30 days or both fined 
and imprisoned in the discretion of the court. , 

SECTION 3. Be it further ordained that the provisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply to the sale of, or soliciting of the order for 
sale of, milk, dairy products, vegetables, poultry, eggs and other farm 
and garden produce when sale of or orders for the sale of are made or 
taken by the producer of the product involved. 



SECTION 4. Be it further ordained that in the opinion of the City 
Council of the City of Blanding an emergency exists and this ordinance 
shall take effect upon its first publication, 

SECTION 5* Be it further ordained that all -ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

WHEREAS, UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF Section 2 of Chapter 3 of the 
LaxtfS of Utah, Annotated 1953, the Sponsor desired to appoint the 
Commission its agent for certain purposes. 

NOW THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY AGREED by and between the Commission and 
the Sponsor as follows r 

The Sponsor does hereby constitute and appoint the Commission as 
agent for the said Sponsor and the Commission does hereby consent 
and agree to act as agent of said Sponsor for the purpose of 
accepting, receiving, receipting for, and disbursing Federal monies, 
and other monies oublic or private made available to finance in 
whole or in part the planning, construction and improvement of the 
Blanding Municipal Airport xvith full authority to contract for and 
supervise such planning, construction and improvement and do all 
other acts that may in the opinion of said Utah State Aeronautics 
Commission by necessary, required or proper in connection with 
that certain airport Project Application No. 9-42-036-03 duly 
executed by the said Sponsor and hereby approved by said Commission. 




This agreement shall remain in full force and effect until the 
present project for airport development under the Federal Airport 
Act hereinbefore referred to shall have been either substantially 
accomplished or abandoned by the Sponsor* It shall not apply 
to any subsequent or additional project for development under 
the Federal Airport Act, nor to any program for development in 
which the United States does not participate financially*

L. W. Graves, the hazardous fire condition existing in some areas of the City 
due to a concentration of dried cheat grass and possibly getting these areas 
burned out under supervision of the Fire Department. 

5. Council discussed possibly passing a Zoning Ordinance, procedures involved 
and related matters. Councilman Jones was assigned to the reorganization of 

a planning committee prior to further discussion of zoning matters.
